TERRITORIAL SUBSIDY. 

On tbe item in the estimates of the 
department of interior government of 
the Northwest Territories, Scott, 
liberal, West Assiniboia, criticized at 
length the fact that the vote shawed 
no increase over that of last year. A 
general discussion followed in which 
Oliver, Alberta, spoke as follows; 

Mr. Oliver. I wish to support what 
has been said by the hon. member for 
Western Assiaciboia (Mr. Scott) with 
regard to this vote for local govern- 
ment in ihe Northwest Territories. It 
was with some considerable surprise 
thiat 1 saw in the estimates that the 
amount to be voted for this purpose 
for the coming year was co larger 
than the vote for the present year. 1 
am at a loss to understand upon what 
basis of calculation this sum was “@r- 
rived at. If it is necessary or desir- 
able to meet the requirements of the 
public service in any part of the coun- 
try, account musi be taken of the in- 
crease of those requirements. — Now, 
the whole country is ringing with a 
knowledge of the increase of popula- 
tion and therefore increase of require- 
ments in the Northwest, and that 
knowledged hus produced no result in 
the way of meeting the requirements 
which thus arise. It may be said that 
the amount required for the purposes 
of the government of the Northwest 
Territories is an uncertain amount. So 


it is. With the increase of pgpula- 
lation, these requiremenis have in- 
creased from year to year. By rea- 


son of climatic conditions during the 
ast two years those needs have been 
mendously emphasized. By reason 
of heavy rains, bridjges have been wash- 
ed out by the dozen, and a very large 
part of the revenues of the Territor- 
ial government which should have gone 
to extend the facilities of travel 
throughout new settlements in the 
country, has been used up in replac- 
ing the damage done by the floods in 
older settlements. It may rot be al- 
together plain to members of the 
House why an increase of population 
means an increase of requirements. 
The reason is that the Territories have 
immense area, compared ta popula- 
tion. They are not at ail on thesame 
footing as the province of Manitoba, 
where the population is contained in 
less than one-third of the total area 
of the province, and the total area of 
Manitoba, is not over one-fourth cf the 
area Over which settlement is scatter. 
ed in the Northwest. An increase of 
tettiement in the province of Manitoba 
means simply a thickening up of the 
popuiation, and dogs not require the 
opening of new roads or the establish- 
ment of new school districts, and does 
not increase materialiy the expenses of 
government; while an increase of popu- 
lation in the Northwest Territories 
means that people have spread out into 
new country, necessitating new roads 
and new schools and an increase in 
every way of expenses of govermment. 
It is of course under our present con- 
dition a maiter of arrangement or con- 
sideration of this parliament what 
shali be done from. year to year tq 
meet financial conditions. That is not 
the fault of the people or the govern- 
ment of the Northwest Territories. The 
gzovernment of the Northwest Terri- 
tories has approached this government 
repeatedly during previous years, and 
most formally during the past year, 
asking for a definite financial arrange- 
ment based on the terms of confedera- 
tion, as applied to the different prov- 
inces of the Dominion. They are not 
here from time to time clamoring for 
unknown and upheard of amounts. 
They are asking simply that the gov- 
ernment or parliament either meet the 
requirements of the case, as they arise 
from time to time, or else put the Ter- 
ritories in the same financial pasttion 
as the various provinces of the Domine 
ion, so that they may enjoy as a right 
what they now must ask as a favor. I 
submit that the position is this; This 
parliament and government are re- 
quired either to meet the conditions 
that exist by an adequate vote, or else 
to put the Territories in the position 
of the several provinces of the Domi'n- 
ion as regards financial arrangements. 
Hither one thing or the other, and the 
responsibility is upon the House and 
the government in the matter. 

Ass to the amount that is demanded 
and the comparisons that may be made 
with regard to that amount, the vote 
for carrying on the government of the 
Northwest Territories, which stands in 
the same position as a subsidy voted tg 
one of the provinces—out of which pro- 
vision must be made for the gonstruc- 
tion of public works of all classes 
throughout the Territories, chiefly 
roads and bridges, the requirements of 
education, and the administration of 
all the departments of government— 
amounts to only $357,000. That is the 
total amount provided for ail the ex- 
penses of government of the Territor- 
ies, which are. in the existing ecircum- 
Btances, recessarily higher proportion- 
ately than in any other portion of the 
Dominion. And it is to cost the coun- 
try $445,000 in the coming year for the

side. They will not be satisfied 
sales they can have facilities for the 
education of their children and the or- 
dinary advantages of civilization © 
due measure, as the circumstances 
permit. And new when those people 
are coming in large numbers, attracted 
by the desirability of our country, it 
would be the worst policy that ever 
was entered upon to stint the means 
whereby they may be rendered satisfi- 
ed with the country. Do not forget 
that we had a rush of immigrants ta 
the Northwest many years ago, and ist 
that time people seemed to think that 
the rush could not be stopped. But it 
was stopped and it remained stopped 
for nearly twenty years. There 1s a 
rush again, and I counsel members of 
this House to take such measures that 
it shall not be stopped until that coun- 
try has been satisfactorily developed. 
Every one knows that the best immi- 
gration ageni is the contented _ Set- 
fler. Therefore, our best policy is to 
provide adequate means to give intena- 
ing settlers those advantages of civil:- 
zation, which they demand, and whica 
they consider of the very highest im- 
portance. It is because these people 
look for these advantages of civiliza- 
tion and prize them: so highly they 
are valuable settlers. It is because 
they want schools and roads, and good 
government that they are good set~- 
tlens. People who would not make 
those demands, to whom it makes no 
difference whether or not there are 
schools or rods or good local govern- 
ment, are not the kind of people we 
want at all. They are dear at any 
price, and it is the best thing that ever 
happened this couniry that the people 
who are coming in and filling it up 
now are imbued with those civilizing 
tendencies. 

I hope that the government willsee 
that the public services of the North- 
west Territories are not starved at 
this critical stage in our history. I 
hope they will provide for those ser- 
vices according to their requirements, 
or else place the Territories upon a 
provincial footing, so that there shail 
ba no question avout our rights in the 


matter. 


Red Deer Valley Railway Bill. 


Ottawa, April 22.—The greater part 
of the afternoon in the house to-day 
was devoted to discussing a motion of 
Mr. Cowan, South Essex, to restore 
to the order paper the Red Deer Val- 
ley railway bill, which was defeated 
by a majority of one in committee a 
few days ago. The attack against 
Mr. Cowan's motion was led by Mr. 
Oliver, Alberta. He advanced the 
fame arguments that he did in com- 
mittee, namely that the company was 
not doing anything with the charter, 
but as it carried with it a large land 
grant they wanted it renewed so as 
to hold that grant. 


Mr. Charlton, North Norfolk, opposed 
Mr. Oliver’s views and characterized 
the latter’s presentation of the case 
as a narrow one. He (Oliver) wanted 
the charter taken away from the 
present owner and given to others who 
were his friends. 


Mr. Oliver objected to Mr. 
ton imputing such motives. 

Mr. Charlton said he was not im- 
puting motives to him, but who were 
his friends ? 

Mr. Hyman, chairman of the rail- 
way committee, explained that if the 
bill had been treated as is usual in 
the case, it~ would have been passed 
by one vote but owing to the objec- 
tions raised by Mr. Oliver two of the 
votes had to be dropped and the bill 
was defeated by one vote. 

Dr. Sproule, (East Grey), 
Scott (West Assiniboia) and 
Northup (East Hastings) 
against the motion A member 
pointed out the way in which the 
bill had been treated at the committee 
and said that but for the strict appli- 
cation of the rules at the request of 
Mr. Oliver, who did not hear the vate 
put, the bill would have been carried. 

Again Mr. Oliver was willing to give 
one year’s extension, yet he refused 
14 months. 

Sir Wilfrid said that his system was 
to stand by the committees’ report 
but in this instance the chairman of 
the committee gave a good reason why 
it should again be referred back t oa 
committee. 

R. L. Borden did not think that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier in voting for that pro- 
position was consistent with his pre- 
vious actions. 

The motion of Mr, Cowan was car- 
ried by 87 for to 53 against. The 
western members in the house at the 
time voted against the bill.

Land Act Changes. 


Ottawa, April 21.—Mr. Sifton intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Dominion 
Lands act. He said the effect of it 
will be to provide that hereafter sales 
of land and homestead entries which 
may be granted the N. W. Territories 
shall be subject to the provision that 
the government of the N. W. Territor- 
ies May open roads not more than 66 
feet in width and comprising not more 
than five per cent. of the particular 
parcel of land in question without pay- 
ing anything for the right of way. 
That is to say, homestead entries and 
sales shail be subject to the right of 
the government of the N. W. Territor- 
ies to open a rod across the lands sold. 
It is found that a large number of 
roads have to be opened by the govern- 
ment other than on road allowances 
and the difficulty of opening these 
roads is largely increased by demands 
for compensation for the right of way. 

“T have thought,” said the minister 
“we should assist them to the best of 
ability by providing that here- 
after lands when sold shall be subject 
to the right oi the Northwest govern- 
ment to open a road without paying 
anything for the right of way. There: 
was formerly a similar provision with 
respect to the right of way of the C. 
P. R. so that there is no special diffi- 
culty in working this arrangement.” 

Mr. Sifton produced a bill to furth- 
er amend acts respecting the North- 
west Territories, he said; “The inten- 
tion of this bill is io give the ‘egis- 
lative assembly of the Northwest 
power to pass an ordinance in re- 
gard to road allowances which have 


been thanded over to the Territorial

Regina, April 18.—Mr. Bulyea rose 
with a motion condemning the com- 
bine of grain dealers and requesting 
the federal government to authorize 
the commissioner to order a supply of 
cars to farmers and independent buy- 
ers to be 'oaded on the track. He was, 
he said quite willing to admit that the 
buyers, as well 2s the growers, were 
laboring under great disadvantage 
last year, but it seemed to be an es- 
tablished’ fact that a Margin had been 
extracted from the farmers. The evi- 
dence given before a committee of 
the Manitoba legislature established 
at least that the schedule of prices 
were sent out by elevator companies 
and although they denied any compul- 
sory adherence to those terms, it was 
certainly a_ fact that no difference 
ever existed. The present difference 
between the trazk and street prices 
was between five and ten cents per 
bushel. He was willing to admii that 
a margin of three or four cents was 
not too much, but anything over that 
was unwarrantable. They had to sug- 
gest to parliament some means of 
breaking the combine. Last year a 
number of independent buyers appear- 
ed and offered high prices for wheat, 
but the impossibility of obtaining 
cars compelled a sale at low prices 
to the slevator companies. At the 
present time the railway companies 
were compelled to furnish cars to ele- 
vators; His resolution gave power to 
the commissioner to compel the C. P. 
R. to refuse them cars until they paid 
the proper price for grain. That might

McDonald, a_ resolution condemning 
the settlement of the Hudson's Bay 
taxes. He contended that the govern- 
ment had no right to make any com- 
promise of taxes. 

Mr. Haultain explained that the 
question of the right of the govern- 
ment to compromise taxes was not in- 
volved. What they had done was to 
settle over thirty law, suits out of 
court, which was a very different 
matter. The aciuat amount at stake 
was $51,906 and $64,000 additional taxes 
which would have hecome due before 
the final decision of the cases. There- 
fore, they had accepted $94,000 instead 
of running a chance of losing $115,000 
and heavy legal costs, and in addition 
had settled the dispute once and for 
all. The question of. legal existence 
of a2 local improvement district was 
also in dispute and had also been set- 
tled by the alleged compromise. 

The motion was _voied down by 6 
to 22, as follows;

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Apple Growlng in Manitoba. 
The experiences of A. R. Stevenson, 
who settled in the Pembina Mountain 
in 1874, will pe of great interest to the 


people of Alberta. Mr. Stevenson's 
hobby is apple growing, this industry 
is, however, conducted not as a fad but 
as 2 profitable entenprise. 

A recent visitor to this farm, which 
is one of the practical demonstrations 
of the possibilities of this country, saw 
a tree, which was amongst others 
pointed cut, the trunk of which wes 
not over two irches in diameter,—this 
was a crab and was planted twenty- 
two years ago. Two years ago it bore 
fifteen pHushels of apples. A row of 


apple trees was not iced grow- 
ing ir very close proximity to 
some Scotch spruce which had 


been planted apparently for shelter and 
which overshadowed the slower grow- 
ing apples. It was explained that the 
apple trees were of the standard var- 
iety, had been planted eleven years aigo, 
and bore heavily last season. Mr. Stev- 
enson stated that it took about eight 


years for them to come _ into 
bearing. These trees have pros- 
pered to such an_ extent to 


make it necessary to clear one of the 
rows. The apple trees and _ spruce 
Should be planted in alternate rows, 
pretty close together; the coniferous 
and) decidiows trees do not draw the 
same kind of nourishment from the 
soil, therefore, neither suffers from the 
presence of the other. 

There is no doubt about the trees 
being able to withstand the winter. 
The rabbits and birds are the most 
dangerous enemy the apole grower has 
to conterd with, The binding of bur- 
lap around the trees will keep off the 
rabbits, while scarecrows will 
frighten away those birds likely to eat 
eff the budis. 

Oi thirty different varieties of stand- 
ard apples in the orchard, one hundred 
trees had reached the bearing stage. 

Mr. Stevensons success and experi- 
ences in *ree growing his brought-him 
into considerable prominence in the 
province, and he now ‘holds the posi- 
tion of provincial inspector, under the 
Dominion Forestry department. His 
work is to encourage and assist the 
farmers in the growth of timber trees. 
Young trees and cuttings ara grown 
at the Experimental Farm at Bran- 
don, and supplied in sufficient quan- 
tities to those who apply for them by 
the first of May for delivery the fol- 
lowing year. Only those, however, who 
comply with the conditions laid down 
by the department can obtain a sup- 
ply after they have applied for it. Mr. 
Stevenson visits those who desira to 
establish trees on their furms, and ad- 
vises them where to plant, and the 
best meihed to be employed. Later he 
returns to see that the ground has 
been properly prepared, and when 
planting time comes consignments are 
shipped to those who are ready to 
take care of them. Fe

Duty on Grain may injure the West. 


Montreal, April 15.—Mr. Alex. Mc- 
Fee, president of the Montreal board 
of trade, speaking of the effect of the 
import duty on grain and flour, im- 
posed by the British government, put 


the case succinctly as follows; 
“The effect of the imposition 
of this duty by the British 


House of Commons will, in my opin- 
ion, be to place Canada relatively at 
a, disadvantage to the United States. 
The United) States has its own home 
market for probably 90 per cent of its 
agricultural products, besides which 
She is admitted into the British mar- 
ket cn equal terms with Canada and 
into Germany ‘upon much _ better 


terms, We, however, have to depend 
almost entirely upon the English 
market. If in the near future the 


production of wheat in Manitoba 
amounts to 100,000,000 bushels, the 
greater proportion of it will have to 
be exported, with the result that the 
British buyer will gain a great advan- 
tage through our _ increased supply 
and restricted market. It seems to 
me, therefore, tbat the producer, in 
this case at any rate, will have to pay 
most of the duty. We had an illus- 
tration of this in the crop which we 
are just now disposinig of. Manitoba 
wheat has been selling considerably 
less than American wheat of the 
Same quality in England, owing to 
the fact that the latter had a very 
large home market, as well as_ the 
German market supply, while Canada- 
dians had to export all their surplus 
crop to Great Britain at any figure 
they could get for it. If we had pref- 
erence in Great Britain, we would 
not feel the blow~so hard, but as it 
is it would seem that the act will 
have the tendency to check the settle- 
ment of the Northwest, as the farm- 
ers will likely be relatively in a worse 
position than the American farmer.” 


: How to Raise Crops. 


Clover seed can ‘be sown in all the 
eastern provinces of Canada and in 
the coast climate of British Columbia 
ta advantage with all cereal crops, 
without loosening the grain crop for 
the current year, for after the grainis 
cut the clover grows luxuriantly, act- 
ing as a catch crop during the latter 
part of the season. 

Green clover turned under is spe- 
cially vaiuable to the land. because 
while growing it absorbs large quan- 
tities of nitrogen from the air, and 
which is stored up in its tissues. A 
heavy mat of growth is produced by 
the autumn, which, when ploughed un- 
der, adds considerably to the available 
nitrogen in the soil, as well as to the 
store of humus. The proportion of 
nitrogen thus added to the land is 
equal to that obtained from a dressing 
of ten tons of barn yard manure to 
the acre. Considerable supplies of pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid, and lime arealso 
taken up by the clover plant during 
its growth, a part of which is gather- 
ed trom depths in the soil not reached 
by seme other farm crops. Tests year 
after year with wheat, oats, barley, 
and potatoes confirm the value of this 
method of adding to the fertility of 
the soil. 

In preparing the land for crops, in | 
the eastern provinces the advantages | 
arising from fall ploughing have been 
proved, The exposure of the soil to iha 
influence of frost, sunlight, and air is 
beneficial. Spring work is materially 
advanced, and crops can be got in ear- 
lier by this practice. Summer-fol- 
lowing a part of the land each year hais 
been found of great advantage on the 
northwest plains. This conserves 
moisture. destroys weeds, and brings 
the farmer much larger crops. The 
yield of wheat on land that has been 
summer-fallowed will average fuily | 
one-third more than on iand that has 
been prepared by only fall or spring 
ploughing. 

The tests carried on at the Experi- 
mental Farms for ten years have fully 
demonstrated that increased crops re- 
sult from early sowing. Sowing at | 
the earliest possible time and then sow- | 
ing a second series a week later, then | 


four other lots at intervals qf a fur-! will probably clese to- 


ther week each, has shown that the 
best crops have been had from the sec- 
cnd sowing made just one week after 
it was possible to sow the seed. Be- 
yond this, delay in sowiadg has resulted 
i ss which has been more serious 2s 
ase has been greater. The aver- 
aga of the ten years’ experience shows 
that with wheat a delay of one week 
beyond the period mentioned has en- 
tailed a loss of over 30 per cent, two 
weeks 40 per cent, three weeks pearly 
50 per cent, and four weeks 56 per cent 
of the crop. 

Farmers should avail themselves of 
the opportunity of sending any doubt- 
ful samples of grain and other seeds 
to the Experimental Farm to be test- 
ed for their vitality. By this means 
any injury to the vitality of grain 
from unfavorable weather during har- 
vest may be promptly detected, _and 
the extent of the injury ascertained. 
Samples weighing about one ounce may 
be sent to the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa free through the mail. 
These samples are tested and reported 
on free of charge, and their percentage 
of vitality can usually be determined 
within a fortnight after they are re- 

Rapid Growth of an Alberta Town, 


Frank Sentinel, April 18. 

H. L. Frank, the founder of the new 
town of that name, who is largely in- 
terested in the mining industries of 
Butte, Mont., became convinced A few 
yearns ago that Southwestern Alberta 
contained coal bodies of a superior 
quality. The result being that 3200 
acres of coal Jands were acquired and 
development entered upon. <A _ year 
aigo there was not a single house on the 
present town site; to-day there is a 
population of 500, nearly one hundred 
dwellings, fifteen business houses, two 
hotels, a church, a school attended by 
sixty children, while the Canadian- 
American Coal Co. has 160 miners dig- 
ging coal and this number will prob- 
ably be increased to 400 within three 
months. 

The Canadian Pacific railway takes 
at present 500 tons a day, said Myr. 
Frank in a recent interview, eventually 
the daily shipments will be from 3000 
to 4000 tons daily, a market for which 
can be found in the Kootenay and 
Montana.

Canadian fiour of the best sort con- 
tains by actual analysis about  one- 
tenth more of albuminpid's than the 
best quality of Hungarian flour; and 
the albuminoids or gluten being more 
tenacious yield a dough which rises 
better and holds its position in the 


baked loaf. Let the press proclaim 
this, and the news will be followed by 
a demand for Canadian flour in the 
old country, where people know a 
good thing when they see it and will 
have the best that can be procured. 

For some years past Canadian flour 
has been steadily gaining ground in 
the Enropean markets, and it is be- 
coming better known as flour from 
which bakers can make not only the 
best quality of bread but also the 
largest quantity per barrel. The 
English bakers make up their sponge 
from seven or eight brands of flour, 
because this enables them to have a 
continuity of quality in the event of 
any single brand failing in the market. 
Three tests made by first class Eng- 
lish, bakers in London with Canadian 
flour gave the following results. Each 
using 100 pounds of flour, they obtain- 
ed in the first instance 146 pounds of 
bread, 152 pounds of bread ia the sec- 
ond, and 151 pounds of bread in the 
third case. Each test was made with 
Strong Canadian flour. It is note- 
worthy that adulteration of Canadian 
flour by indian corn flour, or other 
cheaper ‘and inferior substances, is 
entirely unknown. Mor sweetness, 
whiteness and strengih Canadian flour 
iS unsurpassed.

Famine in Chief Granary of Siberia 


St. Petersburg, April 18.—The re- 
ports received here from the famine 
stricken districts of Russia, more than 
Justify the anticipation of acute suffer- 
ing in those localities. Scurvy and ty- 
phoid fever are devastating the peas- 
antry throughout the whole of the Al- 
tai region, formerly the chief granary 
of Siberia. The Starving people there 
have consumed the last remnants of 
their seed grain and no spring crop has 
been sown. In some places the scarcity 
of fodder is so great that half the 
houses have been unthatched to save 
the lives of the cattle and horses. One 
hundred thousand poods of food stuffs 
recently despatched by the government 
have not reached Siberia, and the lieu- 
tenant general, in command of the dis- 
trict is endeavoring to locate the sup- 
plies and hurry them forward. | 


The Czar contributed 200,000 roubles 
to the relief fund and has remitted the 
taxes of the sufferers. Tha gravity of 
the situation is evidenced by the latest { 
disease statistics. At Menzolinik there | 
have been upwardis of 4000 casas of | 
typus-hunger and scurvy; at Belibeisky 
682 cases have been reported and at 
Akmillinsk over 1900 cases have ov- 
curred. Similar reports come from 
Voronej Kasea n and Saratoff. The Red 
Cross Society is furnishing all the aid 
at its command in the way of free 
kitchens and medicines.
